“But 1 feel 
far wo young to give up work alte- 
gether, and after my retiremea | 
tuall start as a private enquiry agent. 
1 aim not resigning in conseyguence of 
any attacks that were made on me in 
certain quarters at the beginning ot | 
tue Crippen case.” | 

Chief inspector Dew is only torty 
seven years old. He Was barely nive- 
teen when he joined the Metropoiitan 
Police Force, where he won early pro 
wotion. , 

He was one of the detectives in 
vestigating the series of Jack the Rip. 
per crimes, and it was for his energy 
in this. work that he was given the | 
tank of detective sergeant. He rose | 
rapidly, and became inspector at Bow | 
street, Which led to his gainirig the 
post of chief inspector four years age 
in succession to Mr. Froect. 

His career has been ove ‘long, ad- 


venturous criminal hunt, aud it is 
hoteworthy that though he had to | 
deal with many dangerous men he | 


never carried a revolver until the hunt | 
ulter Crippen, and has only used | 
uandcutts about three times.

Your Hitchen 
Too/s 


HE girl who has felt entirely at 
| home in her mother’s kitchen, 
where she has learned to cook, 
will have a sensation of strange- 
ress or of newness in her own kitchen. 
It is one thing to make cake, candy, 
Jellies, custards and creams in a place 
with which one has been acquainted 
through years of childhood and girlhood 
—when another housewife has purchased 
the flecessary utensils and planned all 
the conveniences—and quite another 
thing to stand in an empty kitchen 
which must be furnished by one's eelf, 
and for which one must “think out” all 
the requisites. To the bride whose in- 
come is large the task of furnishing the 
kitchen and the kitchen -pantry is one 
that requires much thought. To the 
bride whose income is limited it seems 
a serious task, and one upon which she 
should not “enter unadvisedly or light- 
ly."" Poor little woman! In her new 
life and new home there are many times 
in which these words of the marriage 
service come back to her with a force 
that is almost terrifying. 

Before buying anything for the kitchen 
decide on the furniture to be put in this 
important room—the most important, by 
the way, in the new home. If your 
purse will allow, cover the floor with a 
g00d quality of linoleum, This jis ex- 
pensive, but is well worth: the price 
paid for it, as it outwears any other 
floor covering. If you cannot have this, 
do not get a cheap oillcloth. This wears 
in holes in an alarmingly short time and 
looks ragged and untidy. If linoleum is 
quite’ beyond your means, have your 
floor painted a light vellow. Arrange 
to have this done some days before you 
move into your eottage or apartment, so 
that it may get very hard before using; 
otherwise the sticky paint will soon rub 
off. For the sake of.the paint, and atill 
more for the sake of your feet, have 
several squares of carpet or rugs laid 
on the floor, One of these must be in 
front of the table at which you stand to 
do your mixing, another in front of the 
sink. Standing on a hard floor is very 
tiring to the feet and back. 


DO NOT FORGET THE CHAIR 


You must, of course, have a dea! table 
in your kitchen, with a drawer that is 
wide enough and deep enough to. hold 
kitchen spoons, forks and knives. Have 
by it a strong wooden chair, into which 
you will drop, I hope, when beating eggs, 
mixing cake, etc, Use this often and you 
will save your strength. A good rule 
laid down by a wise physician was, *‘Do 
no work standing that you can per- 
form as weil sitting."” If more women 
followed this rule we would hear lees of 
backaches and surgical operations. 

Sho:t musiin curtains may hang 
across the lower half of your kitchen 
windows, Have them so plain that 
they can be washed often without 
trouble, 

It is well to have strips of wood, sup- 
plied with screwhooks, above sink 
and table. On the one over the sigk 
hang mops, dishpans, cloths and 
towels; on the hooks above the table 
go mixing spoons of various sizes, 
strainers, etc. Have no more than two 
dishtowels on the sinkhooks, in case 
they are needed for immed-ate use. Ona 
placed ‘elsewhere in the kitchen 
must be enough dishtowels to keep 
one always supplied with the clean 
article, 

Right here I want to pause long 
enough to beg the young housewife 
never to allow her dishtowels to ac- 
cumulate until there is a soiled anda 
greasy number to be washed. This is 
the custom of the average housewife 
whdse own the new linen is not. House- 
keepers who appreciate the untidiness 
of the habit have a different method. 
This consists of washing the towels as 
goon as they are soiled-even if there 
be but three that need it. It is a good 
plan to have at the side of the kitchen 
range each morning a large pan of boil- 
ing suds to which a little household 
ammonia has been added. As soon as 
the breakfast dishes are out of the 
way, wash out the towels that have 
been used since yesterday morning, and 
boil in the aforesaid pan. Rinse quickly 
in clear, hot water and hang up to dry. 
This practice takés not m¢re than ten 
minutes each day and keeps one con- 
stantly supplied with clean, sweet- 
emelling linen. To press off these 
towels with a hot iron later in the da’ 
is a simple task. 

The stationary tubs demand special 
mention. Do not allow them to de- 
generate into a place where soiled 
towels or other articles are burried

until one “has time to wash them.” If 


you want to know how uncleanly this 


habit is, lift the tub covers in the 
kitchen or laundry where the average 
domestic is employed. You will be glad 
to close them again, for there is pretty 
sure to be a disagreeable odor about 
them. To hide a soiled article is not 
to get rid of it. After each using, wash 
the tubs, adding a little soda to the hot 
water with which you do this. This 
removes the deposit of grease from the 
Inside of the tub and also destroys 
disagreeable smelis. 

There are times when one must use 


the tops of the tubs as an extfa table, 
as, for instance, when one is doing a 
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THE MINER, COLEMAN, ALBERTA. 
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white stoneware that can be easily re- 
placed. Or, if you prefer decorated 
china, choose a simple blue-and-white 
pattern. Heavy china gaudily decorated 
is in poor taste. A half dozen cups and 
saucers and an equal number of plates, 
with a teapot, sugar bowl, several pitch- 
ers and mixing bowls, will be all the 
crockery that you actually require. If 
you have only yourself and John in the 
family, you can get along with half of 
the number mentioned. 

As to the cooking utensils, avoid elab- 
orate articles or so-called labor-savers 
until you are sure that they are what 
they purport to be. Some of them are 
so complicated that they add to instead 
of lessening your work. 

In this connection I take the liberty 
of quoting from a little book in the 
Young Farmer's Practical Library series, 
entitled “From Kitchen, to Garret,” a 
practical housekeeping volume that has 
recently come to my notice. In the chap- 
ter on the kitchen the author-says: 

“There have been many lists given by 
various writers from which the young 
housekeeper is supposed to order her 
kitchen necessities in the way of uten- 
sils. To the ordinary householder the 
number svggested is appalling. Some of 
the articles mentioned she has never 
heard of; others she does not know how 
to use, and some seem to her as labor- 
makers rather than labor-savers. To 
the initiated they may mean ease in 
cooking; to her they stand for unneces- 
eAry complications, I’ will give a list of 
the ordinary utensils that it is well to 
have, and to this number the reader 
may add what she wishes. Some of 
these I name are necessities to success- 


ful cooking; others are simple aids to 
the honeer eeper.”’ 

Then comes a list which I will repeat 
for the benefit of the bride-housewife; 
but " wart to remind her first that the 
originaiur of this list had in mind the 
housemother of a family of fair size. I 
would therefore counsel the young ma- 
tron to use her own judgment as to the 
number of utensils she buys, in many 
cases dividing the number here given by 
two—that is, where a half dozen pans 
are suggested, purchase for your small 
household but three; where two or three 
utensils are named, get but one,

opener, two graters, a nutmeg grater, 
a rolling-pin, two tin pails with covers, 
two funnels, a corkscrew, two gridirons 
or broilers. Of ccurse, this list does 
not include the knives, forks, spoons and 
crockery used in the kitchen. Nor have 
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T mentioned the receptacles for holding 
the sugar, salt, flour and spices."’ 


If this liet-seems formidable, it is well 
to remember that all the things do not 
have to be purchased at once, and many | 
are not essentials. Get, at first, the bare 
necessities, such as a kettle, roasting 
pan, broiler, double boiler, frying pan, 
strainer and mixing bowl (your ex- 
perience will tell you what the actual 
necessities are), and, as you can do 80, 
add to your stock until you have a 
well-furnished kitchen. To have the 
proper utensils, and to understand thor- 
oughly the use of each, is the secret 
of good coeking. 

We have dGiscussed so lately, and at 
such length, the comparative advantages 
of Jarge and smal! kitchens that it would 
be superfluous to g6 into the subject ir 
this paper. 

The young housewife of today has out- 

grown the idea that her kitchen, how- 
ever commodious and well supplied, 
must do duty as sitting room and li- 
brary. It is nothing more nor less than 
her workshop, her laboratory. When 
the work of the hour is done she should 
betake herself to another room, leaving 
cooking apron and cap behind her. Be- 
tween the times of busy occupancy of 
the laboratory air it thoroughly. Who 
of us does not recognize loathingly the 
odor of coid, stale grease some notable 
housewltyes take into their gyawing 
rooms and even into church? 

One of the tribe occupied a pew 
adjoining mine for ten years. She was 
more than well-to-do; she far outshone 
me in @regs; she was fairly well edu- 
cated and pretty. Altogether, she was 
an estimable member of society. To 
this hour I think of her as a vulga- 
rian, because in all the Sundays during 
which I endured her neighborhood | 
never got away from the close, rank, 
“kitchen sme!!" that clung to her gar- 
ments. I wsed to wonder if she kept 
her Sunday raiment in the pot-closet. 
I suppose the truth to have been that 
she had fallen into the habit, imherited 
from her thrifty mother, of sitting in 
the clean, warm, cozy kitchen except 
when visiters zummoned her into what 
she spoke of as the “parlors.”

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FAMOUS. ART 


PHILANTHROPIC CAREER OF 
LATE SIR WILLIAM AGNEW. 


Theft of the “Gainsborough Duchess” 
te Recalled by Death of Great 
Politician, Art Lover and Littera- 
teur In London—His Generosity 
and Ready Wit Did Much for 
Manchester Ship Canal Scheme. 


At the advanced age of 8 Sir Wil- 
liam Agnew, Bart., the distinguished 
art dealer and collector, has passed 
away at his London residence.. The 
late baronet, whose benefactions were 
on a princely scale, took a prominent 
place alike in the political, artistic, 
and literary life of his time, and re- 


tired only a few years ago from the | 


direction of the famous picture-deal- 
ing firm of Thomas. Agnew & Sons, 
and the chairmanship of Messrs. 
Bradbury,*Agnew & Co., proprietors 
of “Punch.” Born at Manchester, he 
was the son of Mr. Thomas Agnew, 
who was mayor of Salford in the 
year of the Great Exhibition, 1861. 
Quite early in life young Agnew took 
a keen interest in politics, but it was 
not until comparatively late in life 
that he stood for Parliament. In 
1880 he was elected for South-east 
Lancashire, and five years later he 
undertook to lead whut was thought 
to be a forlorn hape in the Stretford 
Division, with the result that he 
headed the poll. At the Home Rule 
split he followed Mr. Gladstone, and

lost his seat in consequence. An in- 
timate -friendshin existed between 
Sir William and his chief, and the | 
famous art dealer engineered an in- 
nocent conspiracy to smuggle 2 
resentation portrait into the G.O. 
M.'s house on the‘ océasion of his 
golden wedding. He also played a 
prominent part in the foundation o! 
the National Liberal Club. But it

was in the world of art that he was 
best known to the end of his days. 
Sir William helped to make a success 
of the-art collections at many exhi- 
bitions, notably the 1887 Manchester 
Exhibition, that at Melbourne -in 
1888, and that in Paris in 1900. By 
his exertions fifty pictures by de- 
ceased masters of the English School 
were sent to France on that occasion, 
and he himself lent several valuable 
works by Burne-Jones, an act of 
international courtesy which at a 
time of tension between the two na- 
tions was most valuable. One of the 
most sensational episodes in the 
world of art with which he was asso- 
ciated was the case of Gainsborough’s 
“Duchess of Devonshire.” On May 6, 
1876, he purchased the picture for 
£10,100, and 18 days later it disap- 
eared, having been cut of its frame 
n the- Agnew Gallery. Sir William 
offered .a reward of £1,000 for its re- 
covery, and there was an extraordin- 
ary crop of rumors regarding the 
cause of its disappearance. Twenty- 
five years Jater, in April, 1901, it was 
recovered, at great expense, in Am- 
erica, the personality of the thief re- 
maining a mystery.’ In 1893 he pre- 
sented to the National Gallery ‘‘The 
Harbor of Refuge,” by Fred. Walker, 
A.R.A., whose genius he was one of 
the first to recognize, buying a pic- 
ture from him, in 1864 with compli- 
ments that quite overcame the artist. 
Bir William’s philanthropy was car- 
ried out on a princely scale. For 
many years he maintained at his own 
expense a school for 100-poor children 
at Pendleton, Manchester, and he 
was on the board of several charitable 
institutions.

CANADIAN PEACHES ABROAD, 


Fruit In Britain Has Been an Object in 1178 the Game 


Lesson. 


The successful shipment of Cana- 
dian peaches cn a commercial scale 
to the markets of Great Britain, will 
tmark the year 1910 as the begin#i 
of a new phase in the development 


the tender fruit industry in Canada. , 


Thete has been extensive planting of 
peach orchards during the past few 
ears, and ‘notwithstanding the en- 
arged market in the Northwest, the 
crop has now reached .such propor- 
tions, or at least it will in a year or 
two, that there will be no encourage- 
ment to increase the peach acreage, 
unless some other outlet is in sight. 
The Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, as represented by the Dairy 
and Cold Storage Commissioner, ear- 
ly in the season made arrangements to

putchase a quantity of peaches to be | 


packed in single layer cases, 


surrounded with wool. 
The packing was done under the di- 


rect supervision of an officer of the | 


Department. The contract with the 
growers, as represented by the St. 
Catharines Cold Storage “% Forward. 
ing Co, was for. 2,000 cases, but, ow- 
ing to stormy weather and other 
causes, only 1,200 cases were ready in 
time. 

Threé varieties have been shipped, 
namely, ‘Early Crawford,” “Old Mix- 
on” and ‘‘Elberta.” These have all 
been landed in good condition. The 
packing has been reported uz perfect. 
In some cases it was necessary to 
hold the peaches for a few days to 
allow them to ripen. 

The returns have been very encsur- 
aging to growers. Each case contain- 
ed only 20 to 25 peaches, or about 6 
pounds of fruit. The selling prices so 
far reported have varied. trom three 
shillings and three pence to six shiil- 
ings and six pence, the average net 
return to the growers being nearly $1 
per case f.o.b. cats at 8t. Catharines. 
The Department of Agriculture guar- 
anteed the growers the local price 
(about 3 1-2 cents per pound) plus the 
extra cost of packing, with the under-

standing that anything realized in ex- 
cess of the guarantee would be pnid 
over to them. It would now seem that 
the growers will receive several times 
the amounteof the guarantee. 

Special refrigeraior cars wefe arrang- 
ed for by, the Denartment to carry the 
peaches to Montreal, and cold stor- 
age chambers were reserved on steam- 
ers for three weekly sailings each to 
London, Liverpool and Glasgow, and 
one to Bristol. The facilities thus 
provided made private shipment: pos- 
sible.

| successful shinments of several hun- 


dred cases of neaches, and others have 
shipped pears and early apples. 

Throught the refrigerator car and 
cargo inspection services yef this 
branch ‘of the’ Department of Agricul- 
ture, we will have complete data re- 
specting the temperature and other 
conditions under which the fruit was 
carried until it reached the markets 
in Great Britain. 

This information will be issued in 
the form of a bulletin for the @um- 
ance of growers who may ‘wish to 
make shipments in future, The trat! 
will be well blazed and it will be the 
fault: of the shippers if they do not 
follow it successfully. 

A recent bulletin. makes the follow- 
ing announcement respecting the sea- 
son’s crop: “In Eastern Canada. ‘he 
peach cron has been very irregular, 
and quite conflicting reports have heen 
received. As the crop approaches ma- 
turity and is being harvested, the gen- 
eral estimation would be that there is 
a medium to’ full crop, but® light in 
certain varieties. The late peaches are 
even better than the earlier varieties. 
The Early Crawfords were better than 
usual. The Smock will be a medinm 
crop. The Elbertas, however, are light. 
British Columbia renorts a full crop 
of both early and late peaches.” 

It also contains this information of 
importance to shippers: ‘““Many peach 
growers are shipping this year for the 
first time in peach boxes. It should 
be noted that, while the Inspection 
and Sale Act prescribed no name sand 
addresses for the peach basket. the 
peach *box must be marked the same 
as any other closed package. The 
inspectors are reporting a number of 
cases where peach boxes have not 
been properly marked.”

It is not possible, says an English | 
' writer, to produce any direct evidence 

of the progress or po’ ularity of the 
game in England prior to the year 
| 1175. It is fairly conclusively estab- 
lished, however, that football; goes 
back several centuries further t an | 
In 1175 William Fitzstephen, | 
writing in his history of London, 
mentions the fact that it was the | 
habit of the young men of the city to | 
play at the well-known game of bal! 
after dinner. And there can be no 
doubt that this game was football, but | 
what its. outstanding features were | 
can only be a matter of guesswork, | 
The game was confined to the lower 
classes; no rules existed for its con- 
trol;.the contests seem to have been 
more in the nature of general scram- 
bles, the goals being placed at either 
end of a town or street; and the num- 
ber of players seem to have been un- 
limited. ; 

Altho@gh popular, it met with op- 
position from the authorities. Ed- 
ward II., in 1314, forbade football un- 
der pain of imprisonment, owing to 
the “great noise in the city-caused by 
hustling over large balls, from which 
many evils might arise, which God 
forbid.”” The game, nevertheless, pro- 
gressed. In 1315 Kdward iil. ordered 
his sheriffs to suppress “such idle 
practices,” because ‘‘the skill at 
shooting with arrows was almost to- 
tally laid aside for the purpose of 
various useless and unlawful games.” 
But so persistent were the popular 
classes~in this almost national pas- 
time that Richard II. and his success- 
ors had to. eontinue to. proclaim 
against ‘‘tennisse, footballe, and other 
games.” This determined persecution 
had no appreciable effect, however. 
The people persisted in the game they 
loved better than the law. James III. 
of Scotland also found it necessary to 
order quarterly practices of arms 
when ‘‘footballe and golfe be utterly 
cryed down and not to be used.” 

Played almost exclusively by the, ig- 
norant and rough, tabooed by the up- 
per classes, accompanied by frequent 
deaths and serious injuries occasion- 
ed by. the.excessive brutality aud ruf- 
fianism displayed, football was as de- 
servedly persecuted in tnose days as 
it is encouraged and patronized by 
royalty to-day. That the game was 
still unlawful in the time of Elizabeth 
is evidenced by the fact that a Mid- 
dlesex jury brought in a true bill 
against a number of persons who 
“with unknown rijalefactors to the 
number of 11 assembled themselves 
unlawfully and played a certain un- 
lawful game called foote-ball, by 
means of which unlawful game 
there was amongst them a great af- 
fray likely to result in homicides and 
serious accidents.” 

Stoubbs, in his ‘‘Anatomy of Abuses 
in the’ Realm of England,” descriktes 
football as a devilish pastime, resv.t- 
ing-in~brewting,; “murder and great ef- 
fusion of blood. Yet so far th» gaine 
was more handball than football. The, 
gradual refinement and regulation of 
the game resulted in a decreas of its 
popularity, so that at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century. the game al- 
most disappeared altogether. Ther 
the leading public schools took up the 

ame, each in its own particular style. 
os 1855 the Blackheath and Rich- 
mond clubs were formed, and in 1883 
the Football Association. Ii 1877 the 
number of players was reduced from 
20 to 15.

At the head of the second volume of 
Michell’s interesting bio- | 
graphy there stands the death mask 
of Cecil Rhodes, noble and austere.

It 
recalls, with a difference, the famous 
life mask of Oliver Cromwell. “The 
front of Jove himself; an eye like 
Mars,to threaten and command.” 
Yet the face; living even in death, 
portrays much besides the habit of 
command. The firmness’ of the chin, 
or obstinacy if you will, is “salanced 
by the sharp line of the eye and the 
lofty grow, the signs of imagination 
and intellect. 

What his mask shows him, that Ce- 
cil Rhodes was—a man at once of 
action and of ideas, For him to think 
wc; to do, and this combination of the 
two rarest faculties gave his a place 
above and apart from all his contem- 
poraries. Bismarck, whose work was 
drawing to an end when Rhodes was 
beginning his, was perhaps the clos- 
est parallel, but Bismarck played his 
et on a larger stage, and saw, more 

appily, the .conclusion of his work. 
We can but dimly surmise the end of 
the South African drama, in which 
Cecil Rhodes was the protagonist. 

The career of Rhodes, as his bio- 
grapher points out, is not unlike the 
career of Clive. At seventeen Rhodes, 
es. Clive before him, went to try his 
fortune in another world. He arrived 
in South Africa at the very moment 
when thousands were rushing to seek 
their fortune at the diamond diggings. 
To Rhodes’ ardent mind, fixed already 
upon the accumulation of wealth, not 
for its own sake, but for what he 
might do with it, the growing of cot- 
ton seemed a huzardous enterprise. 

So, ‘‘in October, 1871,’’ as, Sir Lewis’ 
Michell says, ‘tre bade adieu to Natal. 
and started for Colesberg Kopje in a 
Scotch cart drawn by a team of oxen. 
earrying with him a bucket and spade, 
several volumes of the classics and a 
Greek lexicon — -u: ly the strangest 
equipment for a youth in bis ‘teen:
